Etna, Europo’s highest 
volcano, boiled over again 
today in its most spectacu- 
lar eruption in 27 years. 


Streams of red hot lava Nowed 
io within less than two miles of 

tho villago of Fornazzo. 

The mountain spits lava from 
87 “mouths,” and deadly maszes 
roll into the empty bed of the 
Fontanello river, 

Sclentists on the sceno said it 
would take the molten rock 
about 12 hours to close the river- 
bed at Its present flow. Then it 
‘wos expected to resume its ad- 
vance at an average speed a ae 
fect per hour. Tho lava, Rost 
more than a mile down the side 
of the mountain, also posed a 
possiblo danger to the tawn of 
Glarre, with a population of more 
than 18,000 —United Press.
